a) The Company shall adopt rainwater harvesting, waste water recycling and water conservation techniques. Zero 
discharge facility should be adopted wherever applicable. 

b) The company shall take all statutory and other necessary clearances from the competent authorities including Govt, 
of India and shall submit milestones/progress in the implementation of the project regularly, which will be monitored 
by the Department. 

c) The company shall provide at least one employment per family of land looser. 

This approval is valid for a period of two years from the date of issue of this Government Order.
